Now their pay shall be fixed under the provision of Rule - 13 of the ORSP Rules , 
2008 in the following manner: - 

(a ) 3 % incremental benefit shall be given to the Homeopathic Medical Officers 

who have been up - graded with effect from 22nd February , 2010 or from the 
date as per the option exercised by the Officers , in the prescribed pro forma 

with one month from the data of issue of this office memorandum . 
(b ) If the pay in the pay band after adding 3 % incremental benefit becomes less 

than the minimum of Basic Pay Band , then the pay shall be fixed at the 

minimum with Grade pay of Rs. 5,400 /-. 
( c ) The next date of increment of the said Homeopathic Medical Officers will fall 

due on the completion of one year from the date of such fixation of pay .
